Request for Continued Examination filed 12/10/2009 has been entered and considered. 
Upon entry of the Request for Continued Examination, the IDS filed 12/10/2009 has been 
entered and considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-1 1, 14-17 and 19-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art references fail to teach at least the limitations of parameter map and 
composite parameter map as recited in independent claim 1 or the parameter map and 
biomechanical model for force vector simulation in independent claim 15. 

Claims 2-11, 14, 16-17 and 19-28 are allowed for depending upon claims 1 and 15, 
respectively.
